At a comparatively 
late hour of the morning a considerable pro- 
portion of stock in both branches was still 
without buyers’ marks, but it was hoped that 
a tolerably satisfactory clearance would be 
effected eventually of anything of useful 
quality. There is nothing particular to refer 
to with regard to Canadian cattle. Shipments 
for the week from the Atlantic seaboard are 
reported to be eleven hundred odd head, m 
equal proportions for Liverpool, Manchester 
and Glasgow. Shipping prices were slightly 
better than last week, but altogether without 
quotable change.

A few drafts of grand 
blacks recorded 46s. per cwt., and it was 
rumoured that slightly more was obtained in 
ene or two instances. Out-fed cattle were 
nore difficult to handle, and the best selec- 
tions of these figured at from 37s. 6d. to, say, 
40s., and occasionally 42s. to 42s. 6d. per cwt. 
Special drafts of cattle suitable to the Seotch 
markets were taken by shippers, but the 
South of England demand for heavy bullocks 
was disappointing. Rough and- leaner out- 
feds: were possibly, say, 50s. to 36s. per cwt., 
according to character. Fat cows were & very 
slow and slumpy trade. Some selections of 
the nicer young stall-feds made up to 32s. , 
33s. and 34s. per ewt., but generally 28s. to 
30s. or 32s. per cwt. was the range of prices 
‘or best slaughter cows, whilst business was 
very slow for other descriptions, which rated 
anywhere from 21s. to 26s. 6d. per ewt., on 
foot. Owing to the necessary caution in the 
shipment of cows the number coming in here 
is altogether beyond what can be conveniently 
handled.
